UPS employees to vote on contract,

Many local users of United Parcel 
Service are planning alternate ways 
to ship and receive goods in case of a 
strike by the shipping company. 

John Flick, UPS spokesperson, 
said the teamsters will conduct a vote 
on Friday of UPS employees to accept 
or reject management’s new contract 
proposal. 

Flick said management feels the 
contract is very fair. Included in the 
contract is an incentive bonus just for 
signing, he said. 

Should the work stoppage occur, 
parcels still in UPS’ possession will 
probably be delayed or halted until 
the conflict ends, he said. 

Phil Morgan, manager of Customer 
Service at the Provo United States 


Postal Office, said the post office is 
ready to pick up the extra business 
should the strike occur. 

Morgan said there are instructions 
for larger post offices in the country 
regarding what they can accept. 

This is because of the increase in 
volume which could not be handled by 
the post offices in their area. “We are 
not affected by those regulations be- 
cause of the size of our area,” he said. 

Jim Browning, who is in charge of 
shipping and receiving at Best Prod- 
ucts in Provo, said Best management 
sent a memo to individual stores in- 
structing them to cease using UPS 
until further notice. 

Browning said Best is now using 
alternate carriers. 

Many companies are working with 
local post offices to alleviate last 
minute rushes if the strike occurs.

Hostages let go 
by Liberian 
rebel leader

MONROVIA, Liberia — Rebel 
leader Prince Johnson on Wednesday 
freed foreign hostages, and Liberia’s 
West African neighbors prepared to 
send in peacekeeping troops to try to 
bring a halt to the bloodshed. 

Savage street battles raged in the 
Liberian capital of Monrovia, where 
rebel armies loyal to Johnson and his 
rival, Charles Taylor, were fighting 
each other and soldiers of the belea- 
guered President Samuel K. Doe. 

Johnson seized the hostages Mon- 
day and Tuesday in a bid to provoke 
foreign intervention in Liberia’s 
bloody 7-month-old civil war. Earlier 
in the week, the rebel leader pre- 
sented 22 hostages from eight coun- 
tries to reporters at a news confer- 
ence. 

The British Foreign Office said 
Johnson released all the remaining 
hostages Wednesday, but said it had 
no total number. However, one offi- 
cial in London said four Britons were 
among those freed. 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Richard Boucher said the 
freed foreigners were back at a hotel. 
He said they include one American 
whom he identified only as Chris 
Mendez. He said the fighting pre- 
vented U.S. officials from contacting 
Mendez. 

The other hostages included an Ar- 
gentinian, a Dutchman, two West 
Germans and 10 Lebanese. 

Diplomats, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said Wednesday that 
2,000 West African troops were being 
sent to Monrovia by sea from Free- 
town, the capital of neighboring 
Sierra Leone. 
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Israelis attack Arab cars with stones 


JERUSALEM — Israelis hurled stones at Arab-owned cars Wednesday 
as an unprecedented wave of anti-Arab rioting in Jerusalem entered its third 
day. 

The riots erupted Monday after the discovery of the bodies of two Jewish 
teen-agers who had been stabbed to death, apparently by Palestinian mili- 
tants. Thousands of Israelis took to the streets, injuring dozens of Arabs in 
stoning attacks; 

Mayor Teddy Kollek, a champion of coexistence in this mixed Arab-Jewish 
city, said the riots were “the most effective attempt to re-divide the city.” 

“It will remain a unified city, but the question is, what kind of city? Will it be 
a pleasant city like in the last 20 years or a hard city like in the last 21/2 years?” 
Kollek said, referring to the 32-month-old Palestinian uprising. 

For Israel, unity of Jerusalem, its declared eternal capital, has been a 
matter of prestige since it captured Arab east Jerusalem from Jordan in the 
1967 Middle East war and annexed it to west Jerusalem. 

Palestinians demand east Jerusalem, home to 140,000 Arabs, be the capital 
of their would-be state. Israel refuses to negotiate on the unity of the city. 

Most of Jerusalem’s 354,000 Jews are afraid to visit the city’s eastern sector. 
Of the 47 Israeli victims of the uprising, eight have been killed in Jerusalem. 
At least nine Palestinians have been killed in the city by Israeli security forces.

Bar retracts support of abortion rights 


CHICAGO — A deeply divided American Bar Association on Wednesday 
rescinded its 6-month-old endorsement of abortion rights. 

The ABA’s policy-making House of Delegates voted 200-188 to repeal a 
resolution that the nationwide lawyers’ group had adopted in February by a 
more than two-to-one margin. 

Repeal proponents said Wednesday’s about face returned the organization 
to a neutral position on the explosive issue. But abortion rights forces said the 
fight was far from over. 

“Nobody here has the illusion we’re going to put our tails between our legs 
and go home,” said Estelle Rogers of Washington, D.C., who opposed the 
repeal. 

Anthony R. Palermo of Rochester, N.Y., who led the repeal drive, said a 
continuing feud over abortion rights could hurt the ABA’s reputation. \ 

“It would be a grave mistake if we keep dominating each meeting with this 
issue,” he said. 


More medical uses found in marijuana 


NEW YORK — Scientists say they have isolated and cloned a “button” that 
marijuana pushes in the brain to produce its effects, an advance that may lead 
to new pain-killers and other medications. 

Marijuana’s main active ingredient attaches itself to the protein structure 
on the surface of brain cells, triggering alterations in mood and thinking, 
researchers said. 

The work is presented in Thursday’s issue of the British journal Nature by 
scientists from the National Institute of Mental Health in Bethesda, Md. 

Marijuana is best known for producing a calm, mildly euphoric state. Mari- 
juana ingredients can also relieve pain and ease or prevent high blood pres- 
sure, epileptic convulsions, nausea, asthma and the eye disease glaucoma, 
scientists say. 

The new work opens the door to developing derivatives that mimic those 
therapeutic effects, while lacking undesired ones, commented Dr. Solomon 
Snyder, director of the neuroscience department at Johns Hopkins Medical 
School in Baltimore. 


Red Cross worker freed in Lebanon 


DAMASCUS, Syria — A Swiss Red Cross worker who had been held 
hostage in Lebanon for 10 months was freed Wednesday, Syrian and Red 
Cross officials said. It was the first release of a Western hostage in more than 
three months. 

Reporters were summoned to the Foreign Ministry in Damascus for the 
imminent handover of the hostage to Swiss officials. 

The hostage’s name was not released in Damascus. But Red Cross officials 
in Geneva, who also confirmed the hostage release, identified him as Emanuel 
Christen, 33, who was kidnapped Oct. 6 along with fellow Red Cross worker 
Elio Erriquez, 24. Christen and Erriquez were abducted outside an artificial 
limbs center in Sidon, a port city 25 miles south of Beirut, where they worked 
as orthopedic technicians. A group calling itself the Palestinian Revolutionary 

,; Squads said in a statement released late Tuesday it would free the two Swiss 
hostages within 24 hours. It was not known why only one hostage was 
* expected in Damascus. 3 


Utah bases send parts and labor to Gulf 


OGDEN Deployment of U.S. military forces to the Persian Gulf 
involves some Utah National Guardsmen and has doubled priority work at 
Defense Depot Ogden. 

However, Hill Air Force Base officials would not say Wednesday if the 
installation is being affected. 

Depot spokesperson Joyce Fencl said the depot has not been put on an alert 
status. She said the depot’s highest-priority orders, those fulfilled within 24 
hours, normally run 20-80 a day, but now are 55-60 a day. 

The depot stocks and supplies the military with parts ranging from nuts and 
bolts to mobile hospitals. Part-time guard members have not been called up, 
but unspecified equipment and individuals are involved in the employment. 

On Tuesday afternoon, as news of the deployment broke, Hill’s Lt. Col. 
Portia McCracken said, “We don’t have anything going on that I’m aware of. 
This place is as quiet as a tomb.” 

On Wednesday she said, “We did get some guidance late last evening. We 
aren’t to say anything at this level.”

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Bike policy decision 
delayed until fall

A decision on campus bike policy 
has been postponed until Fall 
Semester to give students an oppor- 
tunity to voice their opinions, Student 
Life Vice President R.J. Snow said 
Wednesday. 

University Police Captain Mike 
Harroun said the campus police have 
proposed prohibiting bicycle riding in 
the center of campus and on the side- 
walks lining Campus Drive from 7 
a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day. 

The proposal would also relocate 
eight bicycle parking facilities from 
the center of campus to four upgraded 
or new areas near the peripheral road 
of campus. 

The peripheral road is North, East, 
South and West Campus Drives. 

Harroun said the traffic committee 
had originally considered a proposal 
to eliminate all but four bicycle areas 
within the peripheral road, and no 
other bicycle parking areas would 
have been affected. The committee 
planned to expand other areas to al- 
low for the parking that would have 
been removed. 

Harroun said it was decided, how- 
ever, that “rather than have just four 
areas, we would allow to remain in 
place any area that you can reach by a 
roadway or parking lot.” 

Snow recommended that the traffic 
committee hold off implementation of 
the proposal until BYUSA’s Student 


Advisory Council could gather more 
student comment in the fall. 


He said the Campus Planning Com- | 


mittee and the Campus Traffic Com- 
mittee looked at the revised proposal. 
“We felt that it was a good proposal, 
but there was no need to rush it. We 
would like BYUSA to collect more 
information and to wait until there 
has been more student interaction,” 
Snow said. 

“Tf it looks good, possibly we could 
implement the revised proposal Win- 
ter Semester when the use of bikes is 
low,” Snow said. “The policy doesn’t 
involve any sweeping changes.” 

The proposal is an extension of an 
existing policy that prohibits bicycle 
riding in the center of campus when 
classes let out at 10 minutes to the 
hour, Snow said. 

John Day, BYUSA executive di- 
rector of University Relations, said, 
“Asa student group (BY USA), it’s an 
issue we realize is very important and 
something we want to give priority to 
when the main bulk of students re- 
turn in the fall.” 

The proposal comes mostly out of a 
concern for safety when students are 
riding bicycles between classes, Snow 
said. “There have been no major acci- 
dents reported, but there have been 
brushes and scrapes that have star- 
tled a lot of people.” 

The four proposed areas are; north 
of the Faculty Office Building; south 
of the J. Reuben Clark Law Building; 
west of the Harvey Fletcher Build- 
ing; and on the John A. Widtsoe 
Building patio. 


Electric bills keep pace 
with temperature highs

Record temperatures during June 
and July have many residents “hot 
under their collar” about their electric 
bills. 

Monica Watkins, credit, billing and 
data processing manager for Provo 
Power, said the hot temperatures, 
not a rate increase, have caused some 
electric bills to double or even triple. 

The electric bills of many. people 
using swamp coolers have doubled, 
and many of the bills for those using 
central air conditioning have tripled, 
Watkins said. 

Keith Stucki, a senior from Beaver, 
Utah, majoring in zoology, said his 
electric bill for a central air condi- 
tioner jumped $65.27 to a total of 
$107.99. “It’s incredible,” said Stucki, 
who said he kept his thermostat set at 
78 degrees during the billing period. 

When Stucki called Provo Power 
they told him that his bill was equal or 
lower to those living around him. 
When Stucki asked his neighbors 
about their bills, he found his bill to be 
the highest of those around him. 

Another reason for the higher bills 
is the service period. Most residents 
have received bills for a 35 or 36 day 
billing period, and some are as high as 
40 days, Watkins said, 

Stucki said his billing period was 
for 38 days from June 19 to July 25. 

During that period nine record high 
temperatures were recorded and one 
record high was tied, said Greg Mc-

If the air conditioner is big enough, 
it can be a benefit to turn the air con- 
ditioner off when no one is enjoying it. 
However, if the air conditioner is not 
big enough, it will have to work extra 
hard to reach the desired tempera- 
ture, he said.

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Benson made his challenge in 1988. 

Stewart said it was produced as a 
workshop production last fall in St. 
George and with only a piano track 
the response was overwhelming. 

“We had one sell-out performance 
after another, with many people re- 
turning two and three times.” 

Stewart said his main obstacle in 
creating the work was finding a per- 
son who shared the same vision for 
the project he did. “Ironically the 
right musician turned out to be my 
brother-in-law William Marsden, a 
concert pianist studying at the Kan- 
sas City Conservatory.” 

Stewart said, “A Day, A Night 
and A Day” represents a life-long 
dream to bring the Book of Mormon 
to the stage, accompanied by a glori- 
ous musical score.” 

Stewart said Marsden is a walk- 
ing encyclopedia of music from 
many periods and has a wealth of 
knowledge and talent that have 
been very helpful in writing the 
score. 

He said,“Themost important and 


perhaps the most powerful musical 
theme is ‘the Christ theme’. It is 
introduced at the beginning and cul- 
minates at the end in a marvelous 
anthem.” 

Stewart said this musical differs 
from “Saturday’s Warrior” and be- 
lieves it will have a profound impact 
on the audience.
